In Canada we 
have been fortunate in having had no acute food shortage at any time, but 
lack of certain items has catised considerable inconvenience both to produc- 
ers and to consumers..For some time now there has beeff a marked shortag 
of tats and oils, in edible form, in the form of soap, and in products used 
for industrial purposes, This condition is not a local one, but.is a part of a 
chronic world shortage of fats and oils, the seriousness of which is illustrat- 
ed by the fact that last year, the world production was estimated at some 
3,000,000 metric tons, as compared with the annual pre-war output of 6,500,- 
000 tons, '

Don’t Rush! ca HS i 

Two of the ‘commonest mistakes of 
the average gardener, especially the 
one of limited experience, are plant- 
ing far too much too soon and not 
planting enough in late May and 
June. During the first warm weeks 
of. spring practically every human 
being has the urge to get out and dig. 
He rushes to the nearest seed store, 
gets supplies and is liable to ‘put in 
a whole lot of things which should 
never be planted -until the soil and 
air warm up permanently, : 

Such a course usually -results in 
loss and discouragement. Peas, grass 
seed and a few hardier flowers and 
vegetables don’t mind quite a lot of 
cold and wet, but the great majority 
of plants do, : 

This too-early plantng, also, has 
another’ disadvantage. Usually. all 
seed or space is used up too soon. and 
even if weather is.favorable the re- 
sult is too many vegetables ready for 
the table in July, not nearly enough 
coming along in August and Septem- 
ber. The experienced gardener will 
always divide his seed into at least 
three parts, risking the first a: little 
ahead of the regular planting time, 
putting in the second about the 
normal time, and saving the last un- 
til at least two or three weeks after 
that. This gives him a continuous 
supply of the very freshest vegetables 
right through the season. 

Keep Planting 

At the risk of repetition too much 
stress cannot be laid on continuous 
planting af the standard vegetables 
like lettuce, radish, beans,’ carrots, 
beets, corn,.etc. All of these will taste 
much better when they just begin to 
reach proper maturity. Most of. them, 
especially the beans, lettuce, corn and 
such things, begin to get tough if left 
too long. The only way to assure a 
proper succession“is to keep planting 
them, It is far better, old gardeners 
Say, to have several rows of them 
coming on two weeks apart than all 
at one time. In most parts of Canada 
it is quite possible to keep planting 


many vegetables right up to mid-July. 


To Make Ideal Soil 

While a natural, rich, open loam 
makes the best garden soil it is pos- 
sible to make practically any type 
suitable. 


With both clay and sand, cultiva- 
tion, plus the incorporation of rotted 
vegetable matter, will work wonders. 
One of the best treatments, of course, 
is plenty. of barnyard manure, but 
this is not’ always available and es- 


green oats, rye or clover dug or plow- 
ed under, With clay this opens up the 
soil and makes it more easily work- 
able, less inclined to bake. With. sandy 
ground, the manure or vegetable ma- 
terial adds strength and helps it re- 
tain moisture. 2721

SAYS ARTHRITIS PUZZLE 
GRADUALLY TAKING FORM 


The various forms of rheumatism 
or arthritis are the greatest cause of 
chronic disability in this country, Dr. 
Wallace Graham says in an article— 
“Arthritis, the Great /Mystery”—in 
the current March-April issue of the 
Magazine Health, official publication 
of the Health League of Canada. Dr. 
Graham is president of the Canadian 
Rheumatism Association.  ~ 

“Although no dramatic cure for 
certain forms of arthritis has yet 
been found, there is evidence of a 
strong revival of interest by ‘both 
physician and layman in what has 
been called the ‘forgotten disease,’ ” 
Dr. Graham says, “Over 2,500 papers 
on rheumatism have been written in 
the. English-speaking world during 
the past.five years and, as more and 
more scientific. information is accu- 
mulated, bit by bit one of the great 
medical puzzles is taking form. 

‘Using the term. in its broadest 
sense, some two hundred forms of 
rheumatism have been described, in- 
cluding about one hundred different 


‘types of arthritis...However,. the-ma- 
jority of rheumatic patients ‘suffer | - 


from one of the ‘common varieties, 
namely; rheumatoid arthritis, osteo- 
or degenerative arthritis, rheumatic 
fever, gout, gonorrhoeal . arthritis, 
fibrositis, or a phychoneurosis with 
rheumatic symptoms.”’ Most of these 
forms ard their relief measures are 
described in the magazine article. 
Dr, Graham says that these types 
vary greatly in their cause, mode of 
onset,, symptoms and resulting’ dis- 


J ability, For some a ready cure is 


available; for others treatment must 
conSist of a program of undramatic 
measures which, though slow, will 
preserve joint movement and prevent 


deformity in most cases. f 


Rheumatoid arthritis still presents 
the, most serious problem, Dr. Wal- 


Jlace says.. It tends to attack the 


younger group, even little children, 
and the fundamental cause has not 
yet) been established. He says, how- 
ever, that great interest has been 
aroused by, frequent observations that 
rheumatoid arthritis becomes quies- 
cent during pregnancy or during a 
severe attack of jaundice, only to re- 
cur after. delivery of the baby or after 
the jaundice has subsided. 
‘Intensive research, therefore, is 
being carried out in an effort to find 
the alleviating factor in these two 
conditions.”’ 


Dr. Wallace concludes his article: 
“Although much has been accomplish- 
ed in the field of rheumatism during 
the past few years, the problem is a 
gigantic one and facilities to treat all 
sufferers in this country with modern 
forms of theraphy simply do not 
exist. The public mind has been focus- 
ed for years on diseases which ‘kill’, 
such as cancer and. tuberculosis, but 
it is hoped that in the near future 
similar recognition will be given to 
the! various forms of rheumatism or 
arthritis,”
